EASTERN STATES, 
St. Louis, Feb. 11. — Mullaly's liv- 
ery stable burned at an early hour this 
mornihg.

The em- 
ployes of the stable turned their atten- 
tion tirstjo saving horses 65 in num- 
ber and bad -taken about seven of them 
from t(je|t)urning building when two 
policemen arrived and thinking the em- 
ployes wore thieves, clubbed thein into 
insensibiliiy und thus destroyed tho 
only' chance of saving the stock re- 
maining.

We always called Lim "Slug 7" in 
the office, because that was his nuiu- 
bor and he., almost ..hoverl^'associated 
with any of us, so we gave him the 
name as much for spite as for slang. 

It was a cold, dreary day in Novem- 
ber when he came to ua. We were do- 
ing law work and were pushed for 
time, tooj so we were ttllowed five cents 
extra per thousand to/ niake eaoU oiie 
dig in 'harder to 'g'et^li we could out of 
fat cogy^before it was gone. 

"Slag'7"^tood by his case with a 
green screen over his eyes and a long 
muslin apron hanging from bis neck 
and fastened around his waist. He al- 
ways told us "1 never cheW;" when we 
ofl'ered'him tobacco or. asked hira for it, 
and no one- evta* knew him to enter 
"Sandy" Simpson's for a glttss of beer 
after the day's work was done, and ho 
was never known to call for more than 
a ten cent order in the restaurant 
-where we ate our dinner, and one of 
the boys one day swore upon his hon- 
or that he had seen "Slug 7" go past 
his house at dusk with a little |)ail of 
milk and what looked to be a small 
loaf of bread in pR[)er under his arm. 
This heightened our hatred, for wo all 
knew he was earriing more tlia;i any 
other "type sticker" in' the office; and 
after that we inwardly cursed every 
galley proof that had for its inti-oduc-

We threw spaces and quids of to- 
bacco at him, mixed the copy on the 
hook when we could, so he always got 
the hardest things to "set" and one day 
when hiB v?Bia .do.\yn stairs after a drink 
we "pi'd""a whole stickful of type that 
he had just Gnished; but strangest of 
all he never said a word to us nor to 
the foreman about it. One night it was 
proposed to file a key to tit the office 
door, and to come and pour warm wax 
into his case, hut we concluded later to 
abandon this prqiect, rather out of fear 
for ourselves than love for him,

Spring was approaching and we were 
just forming an office "nine" to go to a 
neighboring town to play a match game 
on the next Saturday. There were just 
twelve of us in all the office and 
each man had to furniah a "sub" for 
the day, "Slug 7" of course didn't go, 
because he was too stingy to lay ofF a 
day, we all said. We had a good time 
and about a dozen light^and boat the 
other club bv ten points, so we blew in 
a lot of beer as we were starting for 
ho(pe,' and as we had to go past "slug's" 
house westo]iped there about mid-night 
to serenade him, as we saw a litrht 
burning in his room; but to our sur- 
prise Dr. Jenkins came to the door and 
told us to go away at once as there wus 
a very sick person in the house. We all 
expressed our hopes in regard to the in 
valid's identify, and we were right, for 
the next day one of us was aent.out to 
Gnd a "sub" for "Slug 7's" case, and 
the new man who came was congratu- 
lated on every trait of character that 
could contrast him with his predeces- 
sor. We, all of us, said "good rid- 
dance," and began to forget our for- 
mer object of envy, till one day the 
foreman bung the following on the news 
copy hook: 

Died. — It is with deep regret we re- 
cord the death of George W, Flint, the 
moat faithful cornpoaitor and upright 
young man ever employed in tho Lea- 
der otlice. It was his custom to work 
early and late, and to rigidly deny him- 
self of every luxury that be might pay 
for a home for his aged mother, who 
must now mourn his loss. He was horn 
at Cortland, N, Y., January 22, 1861, 
and died at No. LTl Exeter street, in 
this city, on the IHth ult. As an ex- 
ample of his generous, self sacrificing 
nature, we quote the following extract 
from His last letter (o liis mother, found 
in his trunk after his death: 

"I hope, my dear mother, that you 
will soon bo able to pay up all on the 
house. I have not been able to t arn so 
much this week as common, for niy 
head has ached so badly. I can only 
send you $16 with this, but .1 hope to 
send j.pu $20:mpre.by the.Sd of .next

"Please excuse hnste, as I have to 
go to the office in five minutes. As over 
and forever, your affectionate son. 

Geoiiqk." 

We did hot talk ror laugh much 
that day, and the new "slug 7" was 
chosen to set up the notice, for none of 
the rest of us felt free to touch it after 
we had been so mean. 

We all followed the hearse that took 
his body to the depot, and wo would 
gladly have followed him to tho grave 
had we been able. We didn't pass anv 
"Re.solulions of Respect" nor did we 
wear monrningj but, ono day, when we 
came back^ffom dinner, we found this 
sentence printed with charcoal on tho 
dingy wall of the composing room. 

"Slug 7" was. a good fellow, and we 
iuaed him. meaner than:tbe devil," - . .. 



No one over said. .he knew who wrote 
it, and no one ever rubbed it out, and 
somehow I always felt that it was his 
proudest epitaph and our truest resolu- 
tion pf respect..

TIIE LONDON! RIOTS 
Uclicvcd that tltj^WorsI is Over. 

ENGLAND. 

London, Feb, 10. — p. m. — The 
mob has dis[)ersed, but the strecia are 
thronged. No conllict with the authori- 
ties has yet occurred. A socialist meet- 
ing was to be held this morning: at Oal 
but and Afafket at 5:30 o'clock. Two 
and one-half- hours before the tim« an- 
nounced for the assehiblage, over 1000 
men were on the ground waiting to at- 
tend the meeting, this crow'd being con- 
stantly augmented by accessions front 
Trafalgar square. Cavalry from Albany 
barracks-and large bodies of police had 
been ordered to remain- in readiness to 
maintain order. At the Onmberland 
meeting a movement was inaugurated 
to secure a meeting of all London 
momlers of the house of cQiinnons, 
br.ih liberal and conservative, to devise 
measures for the immediate relief of 
distress' in London. 

London, Feb. 1 1.— Noon. — Every- 
thing is quiet in the metropolis this 
morning. Tradesmen have reopened 
their shops and business is prociicding 
as usual. Considerable uneasiness, 
however, is still felt lest there should 
be further-riotous demonstrations. 

Three hundred unemployed working 
men called upon' the lord mayor to 
urge u|ion him the necessity of doing 
something to relieve the distress among 
the unemployed of London, Tho lord 
mayor courteously received the deputa- 
tion and promised to personally assist 
the distressed people as far as his 
means would permit him. He addcid 
that the lord mayor's fund for tho re- 
lief of the distressed poor" of London, 
which ho stated Tuesday, 
amounted to i.'t300. 

Vienna, Feb. 11.— The New Froie 
Presse has received a telegram from 
Belgrade saying that the reports that 
King Milan had ordered the dipabu.. ! 
onment of his troops is not conBrnied.

Troubles ol n Keiijacry—- liiler- 
colonial Kuilwny Scaiidals. 

Halifax, N. S. , Fob. 3. — ^ esoiting 
meeting of- the sharehulders of the Nuva 
Scotia sugar refinery was held yesterday. 
Tho repurta showed that the refinery ia 
over half a million in debt to tho ftlor- 
cliants bunk snd the govurnraenl. The 
total liftbditios, iiicludint; capital and 
stock, are over §900,000, to meat which 
they have leaa than S200,000 worth of 
sugar on hand and the ruGnury plant. 
The government was aoverely arraigned 
for dmcriminating froigbta on tho Intor- 
coliinial railway, and for permitting un- 
dervaluation of 8Ui,'ur3 at tho Montreal 
custom liouBo, thus placing the Halifax 
refiners at a trumendoua double diaiidvan- 
tage. Theoe drawbacks, with the unpre- 
cedented decline in sugar, had precipitat- 
ed tho Biuaah. Tho case waa nieiitiuned 
of four cargoes of tho same grade of sugar, 
shipped by the aamo house in Jnuiiiica, 
at the aftine time, two were for 
Montreal and two for Halifax. The Hali- 
fux men paid duty at the ratp of twenty 
cent? perlOOtbi, higher than-tho Montreal 
men, even after the case was fully oxplain- 
ed to Minister of Ouatiuns Buwell, A 
committee was appointed to co-oporato 
with tho directors in endeavoring to float 
preferential stock and to try to save the 
refinery from going to the block or falling 
into the hands of foroignora.

The air both here and at Moncton ii 
full of rumors in regard to rovolatiuns in 
the Intercolonial railway manageniont and 
dismissals. Mr. Sliaefl'er, chief ongiiiocr 
in<spector, has been dismia.'ied and replaced 
by Mr. Murray, of Charlottetuwu. It is 
reported that Chief Engineer Schrieber 
and Mechanical Engineer Whitney have 
both been dismissed and that District 
Superintendent Wallace, a very popular 
and capable official, will be promoted to 
a much rntire responsible position, but 
there is no official confirmation qf this.

The BO much l>6a8ted.-_terin ."UPliticul 
honesty" may be su cunningly practiual 

under n clnak of diaguisQ that whoti thu 
flunay garb ia romovod and tha iiiturior 
motivea uiu'cilod to the truo lifht of un- 
biased criticism it changes tu pulitical 
knavery, — a term so dB>i)icablo to minds 
possessed of any dogree of self-conviction 
to do vrhat is right, that it beoomes a re- 
proach to the individual who fain would 
inako a boast uf it eithor.aa a patrimony or 
Bolf-culture. Tlio ao-oulled political huii- 
oaty of Mr. Boaveu, tlio proaont leader of 
the opposition, when brought faca to facu 
with tno principle, that dictates an honor- 
able course, namely, that of true sincerity, 
will not, wheia'tha-flimsy'P^tiDael . of, dis- 
guised patriotism ia removed, stand the 
test of auBlysis without disclosiiif? the base 
adulteration beneath the glaring and 
poliahod label — Political honedij ! Wo 
havu no desire to speak of Air. Beaven in 
hia social or private sphere. His privi- 
leges lu those respects do not come within 
the latitude of our critioiBms; but, as a 
public Ulan, a politician, whose every 
action, word and motive, politically, are 
open to either praisii, diaproval or con- 
demnation, wo must ask lu:n to rein up 
the goaded stood of so-called "honesty" 
on which ho has ridden so many cam- 
paigns and give the poor fagged out animal 
a rest. Tho sterling principles of political 
honesty ara, tirat, patriotism; BBOond, oon- 
aoietitiousiieas; third, equiility and liber- 
ality. Lot U3 aoo of those roquiaitoa, how 
Mr. Beaven has filled the bill. He ia 
patriotic we will admit; but that patriotism 
la self-indulgent, and more of a personal 
character than for tho public good. His 
conscientiousness in political matters ex- 
ists to a wonderful extent, when it suits 
his own individual purpose, and he en- 
tlearora to make the public believe ilmlhe 
is incapable of assuming inertness or re- 
sorting to nepotism, whichever is best 
suited to the occasion. His liberality might 
be impeachable by the many; but rarely 
could be extolled by the few. With regard 
to his patriotism and consoiontiousneas, 
we would ask him if his object in making 
the unparalleled requeal for a printed re- 
turn of all pay-lists of workmen on public 
works for the sis months ended Slat De- 
cember Inst, giving each laborer's name, 
the time employed, and the ra^e per day, 
was prompted by an hotieat deairo for the 
public good, or merely to gratify the indi- 
vidual craving of an inquisitorial mind for 
selfish political purposes, regardless of 
either profitable or practical result beyond 
that of aelf-gratiS cation^ Patriotism, ic 
deed I Yes, vaunted patriotism under the 
guise of a feeble attempt to make the pub- 
lic believe that be is the champion of right, 
whilst the truo motive ia political cunning 
actuated by a miaerablo inbred feeling, 
fanning tho fevered imagination of this 
"doubting Thomas," that there must be 
something .wr9ng, and craving fqr a sooth- 
ing pill fur his insatiable inquisitiveness. 
The claim to stateamanahip by Mr. Beav- 
en, truly has lost its datus, if in him it 
ever had any, and his usefulness has given 
place to a study of tho best mode of petty 
obstructions, unworthy the dignity of a 
party leader, impolitic foe theij^unreason- 
ableneas, contemptible for their smallness 
« and transparent for their selfishness. On 
the vote of a ratjority of tho house the 
assurance was given that the details of 
accounts to Slat December, (although not 
Gonsidered by many) would, for the sake 
of gratifying Mr. Beaven, be furnished as 
soon as practicable. It does not suit hia 
political purpose to accept the. assurance 
of the majority; but he must again record 
an unprecedented motion for minute de- 
tails, such aa never wuro askefl for by any 
house, nor even in hie time, as minister 
of finance, were furnished. It might be 
asked of him, when his favorite hobby — 
the dry dock — waa in oourae of construc- 
tion, why hu did not then voluntarily 
furniah a list of every man's name on the 
numerous pay lists f No auch absurd 
thought then onterud hia head. It was 
not necessary then, but now, as ho grows 
older, he arrogates to himself a wisdom 
which, while in oflice, appears to have 
laid dormant, or else he has had a dream 
that a list of names might be useful to 
him to ponder over to see if Jim Jones 
should not have been spelt James Jones, or 
that some poor and honest man had been 
paid for 2^ days work at $2 25 per day— 
$5.63; that the government had been 
reckless and paid him a half a cent too 
much aa ho should only have been paid 
§5 62i; or, that ho should have been paid 
at the rate of .$2.20 per day and the gov- 
ernment thereby save a hit; or, that, if, 
perchance, he got into power again he 
would see that Jim Junes, or some other 
equally worthy artisan, did not get 
another dollar of public money because he 
worked on tho roada when Mr. Beaven had 
not tho manipulation of the money. Such 
au uiipreoodcnlcd request for an exhibit of 
the names of laborers to be laid before Mr. 
Beaven — for no one else wants it — is un- 
neceasary. Tho pay-sheets are open for in- 
spuction in the treasury for any member of 
tike house, and may be examined by any 
one of thum, committee or otherwise, 
which aboald be quite Buffioient to satisfy 
tho niost curious; but Rti*. Beaven, it ap. 
pears, whishes to keep them as a soavenii- 
80 that ho can hold the precious treasure 
his hand and exclaim, "Seo, the production 
of my individual desire; but, woo is me! 
There is not a name in it that the govorn- 
ment owe a cent to; alas! for my pains, 
they're more just than I." We would not 
wonder that, the next demand he may make 
would be for.'a return of the member of bogs 
imipoimded oir the nomber of thistles cut 
on government reaerres,. or perhaps he will 
move that in his opinion it is neeessnry to 
photograph the assessment rolls, or do 
something else equally absurd. • 

THE aPliOOLU GASE. 

Mr. Bodwell, of Mr. Theo. Davie's of- 
fice, returned yesterday from Littlefiold, 
near Eagleicity, Idaho, bringing With him 
tKa aUkam^ent' of ^' Oharl^^^^ 
name wa's'sb" "prominently mentioned" in 
the ttial of the Sproulo case.

more than doubtful. Howes" expresses 
his willingneas to come to Victoria and 
personally ■ j'ubstantiale his statement. 
The affidavit coupled w^itli the letter 
which we also publish from'-'Dr, Gandy, 
indicate the necessity for a further inves- 
tigation into this matter before tho ex- 
treme penalty of tho law is meted out to 
the condemned man. An application for 
a writ of error will be heard ou Monday 
before the full court.

Extruordiiiary Aflidavit fioiii 
an Employe of Sproule's. 



To THE Editou; I wish to claim space 
in your columns to \n\i iu a plea ou behalf 
of the convict Robert E. Sproulo to the at- 
tack made upon liim by the Spokane Re- 
view and yuur contemporary the Tiii?ea. 
Tho latter "not coutoiit with copying the 
Bufticieutly lualicions, and as I shall show, 
untrue article ot the Keviow, heaps further 
calumny upon tho uiifortnniUo suflercr 
■without being able to iiuoto any additional 
facts iu support of what is said. 

I have not read the tostiiuouy given 
against Sptonle at Lis trial, but I can speak 
as to what the Boview says, aud I can say 
that if the evidence upon wBioh Bobert K. 
Sproule was convicted is of tLo aume char- 
acter as tho attack upon him now referred 
to, ho has bten convicted ou perjured te6ti- 
luony and the testimony of thoso who for 
some purpose of their ov. n are anxious to 
get the man out of tho tt'ay. 

The Times says (not, L venture to say, 
its editor, but some one to whom tho col- 
umns ot tho paper have been opened), 
"Wo are not crying for this man's blood." 
Who said thoy were? and who will now be- 
lieve them? Why do they thus excuse 
themselves ..ior what thoy say if they are 
uttering only that which they know to be 
the truth? 

To begin : I have known Sproule since 
187G, and with the exception of this cnsu 
and the charg") of arson referred to In tho 
Koviow, know nothing; against him, but on 
the contrary, can be.-ir testimony, which 
will ha concurred iu by all disinterested 
people who know him, to his being a poaco- 
nbly disposed man of exceptionally good 
character. 

1 was tho justice iif thopcajc at Piiyallup, 
W. T., before whom Robert li. Sproule was 
brought in the year 1878, charged by oue 
John Stone with Bettmgfl.ro to two barns, 
tho property of au old man named Kelloy and 
his sou, one belonging to each. The grain iu 
'the son's barn (as Sproulo knew) belonged 
to one lir.iloy — a close friend uf hia ; 
Kelley senior was alao ono of Sproulo'a 
warm frie'iids, and it ia untrue that thoy 
quarrelled — old Kelloy would not prose- 
cute and bMd not hesitate to express his 
belief that Sproule was not the culprit 
notwithstanding tho evidence of Stone, 
who dotailod some "circi£);i,s(ct/icea" giving 
rise to auspicion against Sproule. Stone 
was reputed to have won considerable 
money from Iiidituia by his racing ir.iua- 
actions with them. Kelloy, jr., was a 
member of the legislature, and some time 
before the burning of the b.-trisa h id in - 
curred Stcjne'a ill-will by promoting tho 
passage of iho law [irohibil iug horse rac- 
ing with the Indians; certain circumstan- 
ces sworn to by Stone and another v.'itness 
weie the only evidi'nte against Sproule, 
and I commuted him tu talte hia trial, au- 
tuated more by the opinion that he waa 
the victim of an'^unfounded charge, which 
he should clear his skirts of, than by any 
idea of hia guilt. Tho almost unanimous 
opinion waa that Sproule was an innocent 
man and the prosecuting attorney cen- 
sured me for sending the man for trial. 
It is true that the grand jury found a bill 
against Sproulo, bat it is alao a fact, that 
although Sproulo was anxious to go to 
trial, the prosecution would not go on, 
and laid the case over until the next term 
of courl, the prosecuting attorney and tho 
public generally being of opinion that 
there waa no case against him. Sproulo 
wentabout his busineasand no' one seemed 
to care or want to detain him. I believe 
he did come to British Columbia. If ho 
had been a fugitive, the extradition laws, 
which include tho case of araon-could 
have been applied against him; but he 
was nut a fugitive, and as is well known 
visited Washington Territory several 
times after these proceedings. He has 
been to Taooma aeveral times, and at 
Spokaiia falls 1 have known him to stay 
for days at a time, and I havo seen him 
in tho olhce of and conversing with the 
very prosecuting attorney who conducted 
the prosecution upon which I committed 
Sproule for trial. Moreover, everyone who 
knows him ia aware, that since 1882 he 
has constantly resided in the adjoining 
territory of Idaho, at or near .Sand Point, 
and had auy case existed against him 
could'readily have been arreated at any 
time The passenger lists of the F.C.S.S. 
Co. 's steamships will show that in March, 
1883, Sproule went to Puget Sound from 
Victoria. 

I did not know Sproulo during his mar- 
ried life, but I havo it from those who 
did, that he was a kind and indulgent 
husband and no unprejudiced person 
would believe him to be capable of cruelty 
towards any woman. The story about hia 
aggravated assault upon an old man at 
Gray's Harbor, Ohealis County , stealing a 
boat, and his subsequent fliglit.I am auro, 
is manufactured out of "whole cloth," 
Sproule's antecedents were thoroughly 
ventilated on the occasion uf the charge 
before mo, and this occurrence was never 
so much as hinted at and I never heard of 
it until I road of it in the Spokane Re- 
view's article. 

The gratuitous and untruthful attack of 
the Spokane Review and Victoria Times: 
this attempt to deprive one who' may bo 
an innocent man, of the last chance of hia 
life is mysterious — mysterious as tho eon- 
catenation of events upon wliich 1 am in- 
formed Sproule has beuii convicted of 
murder. May it not bo that the bulk i;f 
the evidence is equally untruthful. I ad- 
mire tho manner in which the laws against 
crime are administered in this British 
country, and admit that our ayfltem on 
the other aidu cnntraats unfavorably with 
it, but the bust of systems may aomutimea 
miscarry, and in thia, unacquaintod, aa I 
admit I uin, with tho details of the case, I 
can readily discern auQiciont to suspect 
that the case of Robert E Sproule is (>ne 
in which justice has miscarried. Roineni- 
ber Sproule is a man of a very positive 
turn of mind, when he makes a Iriend (and 
ho has many) ho makes u tirm one; but 
on the other hand hia oriemies will be 
likely to bo moat vindictive, not as 
Sproule himself who, I have always found 
and hoard, to bo of a forgiving and relent- 
ing turn of mind.

In the. Matter of Robert Evan Sproule. 

I, Charles Howes, of Beeder gulch, 
near Littlefield, Shoaho'nli.toqun£y in the 
territory of Idaho, miner, make oath and 
say; 

1. I know Robert Evan Sproule, who 
waa charged with the murder of Thomas 
Haminill at Kootenay, in British Colum- 
bia, in Juno, 1885, and who is now, as I 
am informed, under sentence of death for 
the said murder. 

2. I first met Sproule on a train on the 



Northern Pacific railroad near Spokane 
Falls, Washington Territory, about tho 
iiiiddlo of the month of May, ISSf) Wo 
traveled together to Mud slough, n point 
four miles from Sand Point, which ia uow 
called Koj)tonai. At Mud slough Sproule 
engaged mo to work for him in the mines 
at Kootenay, British Columbia. 

3. Adam Wolf and Charles Wolf, who 
were also in Sproulo'a employ Sproule, 
and 1, traveled together to tho rainea af- 
ter this engagement. Or. the way up 
Sproule told us on several occasions that 
he was coming out in a few days. I was 
present also at a conversation between 
Sproule and two other men with whom ho 
had made an engageinont to work for him 
at thu mines, lie told thorn that he had 
chanijed his plan, that ho waa only about 
to take three men with him on that trip, 
and that he would be back in a few days 
and would take them into the mines with 
him then. 

■t. I roiURinbor i^Innday, tho first day 
of June, 1885. Wo, tlial is S[)roulo, tlm 
two Wolf's and I, began work about six 
o'clock in the morning. We pulled a log 
from the water un to tho beach and began 
to split lagging and pack it up to the 
mine. I was sawing, Sproule helped mo, 
the Wolf's were working at the shop for 
aomo time. Tho saw did not work 
well and, about nine o'clock I think, 
Sproule began to file the saw. While 
he was doing this Duncan camo over 
Ho and Sproule stood Hogother talking for 
some time; at that tiino Adam Wolf and .T 
were splitting and Charles Wolf was pack- 
ing tho lagging. I think this was between 
\> and 10 in the moruiug, but I cannot fix 
the hour exactly. After Duncan left, 
Sproule finished tiling the saw and handed 
it back to me, and I went on sawing and 
splittin.g the la^i^iug with Adam Wolf. 
.Vftcr that Chiirles and Adam Wolf began 
to K[ilit and I coiiiiueuced packing tlie lagg- 
iug. .\fter Sproule liiiisheil tiling the saw 
he reniaineil on tho beach with us for a 
timo, and then, I think, went to the cabin. 
Ou my lirst trip up to tho mine with the 
lagging, as I jjasscd tho cabin, I saw 
Spronlff. He came to tho door ot tho 
cabin as I passed, tapped me on tho shoul- 
der and said, "I guess yoii can get dinner." 
I put down my load, went into the porch 
iu front of tho cabin aud fixed the fire. I 
then took my lagging up to the mine. 
Whi'u I came back I went in whore the fire 
was, to cook the dinner. Sproulo was iu 
the cabiHj He said to me, "I guessI'Ugo." 
T did not a.sk him where, I think this vras 
about 10 ii'doek. After saying this ho 
went iu the cabin aud camo out with a par- 
cel done up in a yellow oilskin coat, and 
with his gun iu its oas" in bis hand. There 
was mthing uuusual in his appearance or 
in the expression of his face, aud he 
seemed iu uo hurry to got away. I watched 
him from the caUu window as he went to 
the boat. I saw him get iu the boat, aud 
as he pulled out, uutil ho was two or three 
hundred yards from the shore. When he 
stepped iu tho boat he laid bis gun down, 
took up tho oars and began to pull. Ho 
occupied this i)ositiou as long as I saw hiui. 
I did not sec him take his gun out of the 
case, or work the lever as if throwing in a 
cartridge, nor did I observe him looking 
towards the Blue Bell mine. If ho had 
done either of these things during the time 
I remained at the wiudow I must have seen 
him. 

After Sproule left I found a letter on 
the table addressed to us, tolling us that 
he had gone to the boundary line and in- 
structing us to remain at the mine until 
he returnfid, and stating what our wages 
would be. 

I do not think it is possibl-j that Sproulo 
could havo taken a gun from the cabin, 
after Duncan left, and have gone to the 
point from which it waa supposed Ham- 
mill was shot, and have returned without 
being seen by one of tho Wolf's or by me. 
Some one of us was packing, and tho 
others were working at tho beach all the 
time. From the beach we could see 
about two hundred yards up the trail 
abovo tho cabin, and one coii'.i::g down 
the trail from the mine would have a clear 
view of all tho surroundings. Adam and 
Charles Wolf and I talked of this fre- 
(juently after the homicide, and we all 
agreed that it waa practically impossible 
for Sproule to have done this \^ihout be- 
ing seen by ono of us. I think it was 
about an hour and a half after Sproulo 
left that wo had dinner. I do not remem- 
ber that Adam VV(jlf at that lime said any- 
thing about his gun having boon tired off 
that day, nor do 1 remember that he ex- 
iiniined the gun or took an empty shell 
from it. We were all in the cabin to- 
gether, and if thia circumstance had 
occurred I have no doubt but I would 
havo borne it in mind. 

I havo often examined Wolf's gun and 
aminunitiou. I never knew him to have 
auy but long cartridges. I never saw any 
short onea, I had many converaations 
with both Charles and Adam Wolf after 
t±o murder, upon that subject. In fact it 
was the principal subject of our conversa- 
tion for some time afterwards, but neither 
of them ever told ino that Sproule had bor- 
rowed Adam Wolf's gun that day, nor did 
they ever aay that it had been used by 
some ono on the day of the murder. Dur- 
ing some uf the conversations tho Wolf's 
said that on Sunday they had used tho 
tho boat in which Sproulo left, and that it 
was then leaking very badly. 

The Wolfs continued splitting and pack- 
ing lagging after Sproulo loft until I called 
them to dinner. 

In about the mnnth of October last I 
saw Mr. Anderson, the constable, at 
Sand Point, llo coinmeuood to talk of 
tlie charge against Sproule. He Said that 
Colonel Ainsworth waa offering a reward 
for any evidence that would refiect upon 
Sproule. Ho said, "if you know anything 
against Sproulo tell mo and I will seo that 
you will get paid for it." t tlioii rofuaed 
to say anything to him about the matter. 

After Sproule's arrosf the Wolfs and I 
continued working on the Blue Bell claim 
until about the middle of June, 1885, 
when Talliard took change of the mine 
for (he company. 

After Sproulo left I put the dock in the 
cabin half an hour ahead. I thought it 
waa too slow.

THE SEATTLE TKOffBLE. 



Order Coiupicteiy Restored. 

Arrest of Instigators aud 
Bloters. 

(Seattle Chronlcic.) 

1 ha rigid enforcement of orders enables 
law-abidinc: citizens, and particularly the 
the Home Guards, to ro about tho streets 
again .without being subject to tho jeers 
and instil ta of ineh who had lost entire 
respect for law. Tho streets were freer of 
crowds early last night than at aii^ tiuio 
since the trouble begun. Squuda of 
regulars awopt at unoxpuotod intervals 
through tho town during the day. By an 
order from Gov. Squire all persona having 
arms and ammumtiqn for sale in the city 
of Seattle will at once report to the pro- 
vost marshal the number of said anus and 
tho amount of aaid aminunition, and the 
rumbor of anna sold aubaoquent to Mon- 
di>j , February 8th, 18S6. 

A military commission was convened at 
one o'clock. The proceedings were strict- 
ly private. 

Five arrests were made last night. One 

was John J. Quinn, who was particularly 
boisterous and insulting. 

There were four others incarcerated 
there tins morning. They were 0. B. 
Powers, John Deluah, John Wilson and 
Georgo Washington. Some of the latter 
are lictitious names, but are given as rc- 
p )rted to the gaoler. 

Wholesale arrests will bo made to-day. 
Charlea Kaufman and Jaa. D. [-laniieg,in 
were captured to-duy for seditiuua and 
treasonable language and conduct. 

M. M'lMillaii, one of the arch agitutora, 
was arrested about four o'clock this after- 
noon. Several police officers who have 
boon disloyal will be dismissed thia after- 
noon on special order. 

The CIsiacse Kvodus- 

Tacoma Ledger: Yesterday afternoon 
twenty Chinamen arrived in this city from 
Puyallup valley. Seven of these celestials 
came from Sumner and theremainderfrom 
PuyalUiy. Those arriving from Sumner 
lingered around the wharf for =onio time, 
and finally started on foot down the rail- 
road track towards Portland. One of 
them carried a letter from a prominont 
citizen of Puyallup, stating that tliey in- 
tended to leave town and take this morn- 
ing's train for Portland, and with a 
requeat to tho citizen's not to molest them 
during tho night; but the celestials wero 
somewhat excited, and etarted on foot in 
preforoiice to remaining in bown over 
night. The band of thirteen wero aittint; 
upon tho wharf just before dark with 
their trapg and b.-iggage, while customs 
inspectors Mulkey and Elliott were ex- 
auiiiiiiig tlioir bagjiago in search of contra- 
band guilds. The crowd took tho steamer 
North I'aciSc at 7 o'clock laat evening for 
Port Townsend. One nf the Chinamen 
said ths-t there were none loft in Puy- 
allup valley, and that they had decided to 
leave thia pari of tho c mntry. 

About 7 ;}0 i'cstcrday morning the anti- 
Chinese couimittee stationed a man at 
each of the Chinese quarteia and ordered 
the Chinamen to pack up their goods and 
leave the city. Those of the laboring 
class were given one hour in which to 
leave and the merchants were allowed 
three days' time to aottlo up their busi- 
ness and got out of the town. Some of 
the business men aud most influential 
citizens of the city sent fur the aherilf, 
who appeared and requested a number of 
men to enroll their nnines as deputies. 
About seventy of the business men and 
leading citizens soon enrolled their iiaiiioa 
and wero sworn in, and guards wero sta- 
tionnd at the places whore the anti Chi- 
nese committee had previously stationed 
their awn gti.-.rds. These latter guards 
and the dopaty sheriffs held sway, They 
told the Chinamen that they wished they 
would all go, hut if they chose to stay 
they would bo protected. A special meet- 
ing of the city council was held and an 
order itaued to the members of tho anti- 
Chinese cuinnutteo to deaiat frnni their 
demands and disperse; if they did not 
they would be arrested. Consequently 
the guard scattered, leaving the deputies 
on guard over the Celestials. 

Five Chinamen took the afternoon 
train fur Tentno. 

The Bawx.b of E8QtriarjLi.T. — One of 
those unrecorded battles, wh0B« reverbern- 
dots do not always reach (ho outer world, 
will probably find a place in the annuls of 
Esquimau. "Dogs was at the bottom of 
it," a boatman iuformed uh, and proceeded 
to tell how it happened. It appear!; thut 
two days ago a pugnacious dug, buloiigiiig to 
a tialoon-keeper of the town, who was 
strolling along, came upon a hoiiu which 
had been dumped from a hasli-hou.se when 
tlie ilrydock men were woikiup; tor their 
board uuder the Beaveu govermiioul. The 
dog .attacked Ihu buue oii sight, but bia 
action was espied by a dog belonging to a 
store-keeper, who (the dog, not the store- 
keeper,) immediately ran pyer aud sot up a 
counter claim. Armed to tho tectb the liti- 
gants started lightiiif bo noisily that 
each ol their owners nisheJ out aud re- 
Kpec'tively commenced chastipiiig the |iui- 
miil thai did liot Ijeloiig to Uiiu. The light 
waxed wiuiu, anil, leaviug the doga, the 
owners, making ii per.soual matter of it, 
engaged in tlsticutl's. A Htableuiau, attract- 
ed by tho fr.iy, caino to the wlii.skej niiin's 
iiHsistapco, but yot oue in the uiouth from 
the assistant of the denier in sugar, 8(in(l, 
etc. A fifth man ontereil (.(le flgbt IR a 
spirit of the strictest impartiality, hiF only 
object lieiiif,' to get hhs work in on aome- 
budy. Lij tliiH time all Ksquiuialt was 
agog, and armed with current buns, RauB- 
iigeK, and other deadly weapniiH, were drawn 
up in two partisan lines. However, a re- 
port that officer "Ciuiipli'jll was eoiniu' " 
oausedtbe people to drop their iiiis.Hile.s and 
hastily disperse, and in a few hours their 
peacelul snoring could be heard on board 
the flagship.

A TERRIF5C STBUCCLE.

Ilus au Encounter with a 
Burglar. 

A few days ago a houac on Tan Nesa 
avenue, tho. fuahii>nablo tjuarter uf Sun 
Francisco, waa entered by a burglar while 
the family were at-dinner and robbed of 
S'2 500 worth of jewelry. The police were 
notified and when the next day a young 
man entered a jowolor's store to dispose of 
two diamoiida they wore identiBed us a 
portion of the atolcn property. Informa- 
tion was sent to Luoa, the chief of detec- 
tives, and he soon arrived at tho store, 
where the young man had been detained 
on some pretext. The Chronicle tells the 
rest of the story; 

No Soulier had Captain Leoa disclosed . 
hie identity thau Roes sprang toward the' 
opening in tho oiirtaina, hoping to make 
his escape, but before ho had proceeded 
far Lees had caught him from behind. 

The prisoner, who is well built and very 
wiry, struggled desperately to free him- 
self from the clutches of the doteotivo. 
Rees triod to tluosv Leoa to the floor, and 
in so doing gave the detective an oppor- 
tutiity to grasp him around tho waist. 

Q'he encounter which followed was live- 
ly, and for a moment it lo"kod aa if the 
burglor would come out vioiorioiia, as he 
was over twenty years younger than his 
captor. By a desperate elt'ort Lees backed 
hiiu into tho room and undeavoied to 
throw him over a table. 

Lees stepped on a cane which had been 
knocked to tho tl lor and slipped, but ro- 
gaiiied hia balance in an instant. 

Uo atill regained his clutch on his pris- 
oner, and Henry Meyers, a clerk in the 
store, went to hia atisialauce . 

By that time the men had nearly 
reached tho tablo, and Heea, whose arms 
were free, picked up u cane and tried to 
use it on Laaa' head. Kaiiing in that ho 
endeavored to catch the detective around 
the neck, and in au doini; Lees threw him 
UD against tho table. Ho again slipped 
oil a cane, and Keea made a desperate at- 
tempt to l)ite him on tho nose. 

Lees Ihoii released his grip around the 
prisoner's waist, oauirht him by the throat 
and attemi)ted to choke him. ' At the 
"same time his head was being drawn 
closer and closer to the inou'fh of the in- 
furiated thief who waa grinding hia teeth 
in niiiiolpiiiion of closing them upon the 
detective's noao. 

Asa last resource Leoa throe nj) hifl right 
hand to shield his (ace and Itees bit asinall 
jiieou out of tho hack of the hand. 

Moyerf was endeavoring to assist tiie de- 
tective, aud when he saw tho prisoner close 
his teeth on his hand he made a motion to 
draw » weapon. 

lie was standing close by at tho time, and 
KecH snatohed up a cane from the table and 
struck hint) one stunning blow over the 
head. Meyers stiiiublod iulo the eoruer, 
bleeding from the wound aiid in a seuii-uu- 
eonscioiiK eoiidition. 

Lee.s then cauglit the burglar agaiu by 
the \vai.st, hopiug to throw him to the floor 
and both men stiiggeied into ^Iho corner 
of tho room. 

Hecs then made a quick move into his 
right coat pocket, and drawing a revolver, 
placed it to the detective's ahdqineu aud 
tried to shout. 

Lees then saw that it was either a case of 
life and death, and swiiug himself ^behind 
the prisoner. 

Be cinight Kees' pistol arm with hia 
right baud, and as he did bo tho thief at- 
toiiii)ted to turn tho pistol behind him to 
lire. In so doing he enabled Lees to pass 
his left arm around bis body nud catch 
his right wrist with liis left band. 

lu that position he was nble to prevent 
the prisoner from using tliu revolver upon 
biiu, aud it was then only a question of 
time as to who could bold out the longest 
in point ot strength and wind. 

Rees struggled to tree his arm, bnt Lees 
only tightened his grasp, well knowing that 
if his prisoner threw him ofl' tho next in- 
Btnut he would be plotted by a bullet. 

By that time a largo crowd had gathered 
around the place, and when tho men strug- 
gled out into tho main store the sidewalk 
was crowded. Lees called for help, but no 
oue went to his assistance, as the spectators 
wore till afraid of the pistol in the hands of 
the thief. 

Kees made one Je.spernto effort to free 
himself, and, failing again, attempted to 
turn tho weapon upon his captor. 

Not succeeding in his purpose ho point- 
ed the revolver towards Mr. Raphael, who 
was standing terrified at the end of one of 
the aisles, and exclaiming, "Take that, 

you ! ' Rees fired one 

shot. Tho bullet went wiilo of its intend- 
ed mark and for a moment had the olloot 
of acattoring the crowd on the sidewalk. 

Reea again cocked the revolver and was 
about to shoot backwards towards tho de- 
tective as beat ho could when Lees throw 
him against a jewelry case, 

At that moment a plumber came run- 
ning out of the crowd to the assistance uf 
the detective, and made an attempt to un- 
arm the desperate thief. He was reward- 
ed by a kick, and as Rees drew back his 
log to kick again, Leea got one of hia legs 
between the prisouor'a and altemptud to 
throw him.
